Tonight the theater is packed with the 
largest crowd ever seen inside. The meet 
ing was called to order and Mr. W. I. 
Williamson, of Harmony Grove, delivered 
the following address on the subject ol 
Boll and Ensilage:’’ 

“Mr. President—I am often asked to 
name the best single cow feed. The idea 
Seems to be that feed are all similar in 
the kinds of nutriment furnished for the 
subsistence of the cow and for making 
milk and only differ in the quantity of 
nutriment content. The answer is that 
it ig necessary to feed the different nu- 
triments in certain proportions and that 
with the exception of wheat bran and cow- 
pea hay, clover hay and ssibly one or 
two others that no single feed will fill the 
requirements. It is therefo necessary 
to use a number of different feeds to get 
the best results, 

“These fecds should not only contain 
the nutriments in the right proportion, 
but should also have a more or less defi- 
nite proportion of roughage and concen- 
trates. With this explanation | will say 
that if I were called on to name the best 
of that class of feeds usually called 
roughage I would have no hesitation is 
saying that corn ensilage was the one. 
Why it should be better I do not know, 
but my experience has shown me that it 
is better than any other roughage, wheth- 
er that roughage be fed green or whether 
fed cured into hay, and I am sure that 
ninety-nine out of every 100 dairymen 
that have tried ensilage will bear me 
out in this gtatement. 

The past two years from the record of 
my heard will show something of the 
reasons that prompt my faith in ensilage. 
Our heard consists of about fifty cows in 
milk. We ve some coming in all the 
time and ot going out, so that one 
Season hag no vantage of the other. My 
cows run on Bermuda pastures and are 
also fed what een sorghum they will 
eat from about May ist to November Ist. 
From November ist to May list they have 
corn enzllage, corn fodder, straw and 
peavine y. when I have it. The grain 
part of the ration is practically the same 


| throughout the year, so that in my judg- 


ment thera is no difference in the nutr 

ment they receive in winter and summer. 
When turned out of the barn about May 
1, 1898, the average dally production of 
milk was seventeen and a half pounds. 
When put up for the winter about No- 
vember 1. 1898, the average had fallen to 
a little more than twelve pounds. 

“This year has been a repetition of the 
last, coming out in May with au average 
of eighteen pounds and now at the end 
of the summer the average has fallen to 
thirteen pounds. A part of this @ per 
cent difference is due no doubt to other 
causes, such ag working for their living 
in the hot summer months and living 
quietly in the stall in the winter, but a 
good portion ot it., I am sure, is due to 
the superiority of ensilage, 

“The best crop to grow for ensilage is 
field corn. It turns out more to the acre 
than any other crop except sorghum. It 
is easy to handle, occupies little storage. 
room. It makes the ideal ensilage. Sor- 
ghum gets too sour and does not keep 
well. Peavines do not turn out enough per 
acre and are expensive to put into ghe 
silo owing to their ‘tangled condition. 
Such crops as oats, rye, ss, etc., are 
not to be considered, but should be made 
into hay. 

The silo may be either round or square.

The dairying business, as a business in 
the south, is comparatively in its infancy. 
Any of us can look back to the time whea 
it was practically unknown in this 1 
tlon ot the country. While it wee a 
creased in volume and devetoped he 
quite large proportions for the last 1 
years, it has never yet entered the fle 
of its most meager possibilities. 155 

„To what extent the business shal 
developed in the future, to what gin ee 
of success it shall be pushed; to w ms 
recognition and plane of dignity it sha 
be elevated; to what stage in the com- 
mercial world it shall attain unto, de- 
pends upon the amount and quality of en- 
ergy and thought we, who are engaged 
in it as an occupation, shall bestow upon 
it. Like all other callings, it has its eco- 
nomic questions, its commercial relations, 
its parasitical feeders, its possible blun- 
der, its leakage, and a thousand other 
drawbacks and bearings which require 
earnest and intelligent study to compre- 
hend and master. The discussion and 
study of these and similar questions are 
the immediate work of this association. 
Upon us devolves the responsible work of 
laying deep the rock of truth and hones- 
ty, activity and economy; the foundation 
stones of this growing industry. Fair 
and honest dealing, correct weights and 
measures, pure, clean products will do 
more towards lifting the business to that 
plane of profit and dignity, and success 
than any other power conceivable. 
respect and confidence of the people 
whom we have undertaken to serve, muat 
be secured and fostered, if we ever reach 
that degree of success we do earnestly de- 
sire. That tho superstructure, then, may 
be beautiful in proportion, elegant in fine 
ish, profitable in results, elevating in in- 
fluence, let us lay well our foundation 
stones deep in the everlasting rockbeds 
of truth and honeaty. 


A Reminiscence. 


“In my mind I revert to a period about 
thirty years ago, when there could have 
been found in Putnam, my native county, 
about six miles from our county seat, a 
small dairy with not more than four 
cows. It was a side iasue to a large farm- 
ing business, the chief crops of which 
were cotton, corn and such other crops 
that are usually produced on a middle 
Georgia farm. There was no local market 
—only a flag station on a railroad one or 
two miles away, with the schedules of the 
road changing from time to time and 
causing great inconvenience and trouble. 

„This little dairy was presided over and 
operated by a woman who gave her per- 
sonal supervision to every detail of the 
work. Nothing but the very best was al- 
lowed to go out from that dairy. Its rep- 
utation for &@ clean products soon 
spread abroad: and, as time pased on, the 
herd increased, the business grew, the 
proprietress began to lay up money, and 
for years, to my personal knowledge, she 
supplied all her own wardrobe, kept the 
house well and elegantly furnished, and 
inaugurated, on a small scale, a banking 
business, loanine tq the cotton planter 
now and then variédus sums of money. 
The rich producta of this diminutive 
dairy in demand, and the orders, in- 
creasing tn in number and quantity. 
could not be filled. Thus began the his- 
tory of the dairy farm known as Glenn 


Dennis. 
The Herd. 

‘The herd was not only small in num- 
bers, but composed of native scrub cattle. 
The facilities for housing and otherwiss 
caring for the cows were few and very 
rude. The attention of the husband was 
attracted, and he began to reason that if 
a small herd of common cows with but 
little attention comparatively, as to feed 
and shelter, could produce such results 
as he witnessed year after year, what 
might be achieved if a good b of cat- 
tle, properly fed and housed, be secured? 
A business consultation was held, the 
matter discussed, and some future plans 
arranged. The good judgment of Mr. 
Benjamin W. Hunt, our enterprising fel- 
low townsman, was appealed to in help- 
ing to decide upon the breed of cattle to 
begin with. The mild-eyed Jersey was 
then coming prominently to the front. 
The Jersey was the decision.: This. breed 
was introduced and the step has never 
been regretted. First a Jersey bull was 
bought; afterwards a few helfers. <A 
suitable barn was bullt; stanchions were 
provided; a silo constructed; periodicals 
on dairying were secured, read and 
studied, and information from every 
source sought and utilfzed. Hoard's 
Dairyman’ I consider the standard on 
the subject, and would consider myself 
indeed more than at.a loss without it. 

“For the following brief and practical 
reasons the Jersey breed of cattle was 
decided upon: 

“1. They were the dest butter produc- 
ers. 2. They consumed less for the yield 
of butter. 3. They were more suited. to 
our short grass and warm climate. 4. 
They are kind and gentle, besides being 
handsome and ceful. 5. Considering 
their aise, and the feed and care neces- 
sary, they ylelded more money than any 
other known at the time. 

The Feed. 


“The next most important matter to be 
considered and determined definitely was 
the feed. Immediately varieties of feed 
were suggested to our mind—foodg nitro- 
genous oods carbonaceous; foods 
saccharous and foods farinaceous; foods 
concentrated and foods bulky; foods to 
produce milk and foods to make butter; 
foods for thig and foods for that; such 

an inexhaustib!e array of foods, indeed, 
that bewildering chaos reigned. Thanks 
for the practical guiding star set up by 
the Experiment station of this and other 
rtates, and for the intelligent instruction 
of Hoard’s iryman along these lines. 
By the help of these we have been en- 
abled to steer clear of many mistakes 
and dangerg and to improve constantly 
our condition. From these we are learn- 
ing to feed a balanced ration, saving hun- 
— " of dollars that had formerly been 
ost.

The Products. 


“For years from Gienn Dennis butter 
alone was sold. Seven years ago, how- 
ever, a DeLaval separator, Baby No, 3, 
was bought. With some trouble a market 
was found for cream. The dairymen of 
Tennessee had been supplying the Geor- 
la demand for cream and it proved a 
matter of some difficulty to find a starting 
point. The territory seemed to be com- 
pletely covered and consumers seemed 
loath to change from the product sup- 
plied by the Tennessee dalrymen. it 
seemed they stumbled at the question, 
though unexpreased,.‘can any good thing 
came out of Georgia?’ After many efforts, 
however, customers in Atlanta reluctant- 
ly agreed to give Georgia cream a trial.

This cream 
now goes into the Georgia markets, and, 
not only competes with that of Tennes- 
see, but commands in the same markets 
from 10 to 18 cents more per gallon, We 
nell not only cream, but butter, calves 
and, occasionally, cows. The latter seli 
readily for from 350 to $75 each. The 
skimmed milk is fed to calves and pigs. 
The manure is used on the farm. 

“With a herd valued at more than $2,500 
and a growing annual business worth 
even more, Glenn Dennis has come to be 
one of Putnam's permanent and most 
important institutions. It is now selling 
every month, on an average, $10 worth of 
products from each cow. 

Eilshteen hundred and ninety-nine, al- 
though the dryest year for many in our 
section, Was the most successful for the 
dairy. In congequence of the extra care of 
the cows and the increased supervision of 
the work by the owner—rendered neces- 
sary because of the extreme drought—the 
results exceeded former years in spite of 
fate. t year an average of twent 
eight cows were milked. There was sold 
$2,200 worth of cream and $738 worth of 
butter, making in all $2,950. To thig must 
be added an estimated amount for ma- 
nure, $400: for skimmed milk, $200; for 
calves, $300, and for sale of cows, $150, 
making a grand total of $4,000 as the gross 
proceeds for one year. During June, July, 
August and September $10 per cow was 
sold each month, with a net profit of 86 
per cow per month. In 1000 a Baby No.

The result has been s0 
eminently successful, the demand hms tar 
exceeded the supply. Indeed, so satisfac- 
tory has been the outcome that it is cur- 
rently reported that the proprietor of 
Glenh Dennis dairy has determined to 
give up the planting of cotton and devote 
his time, energy and thought to the 
dairying business altogether. c 

Obstacles. 


“Before completing this paper I would 
like to speak a few words in regard to 
one or two drawbacks to the business. I 
have reference specially to oleomargerine 
and creameries. No argument is neces- 
sary to demonstrate to this body the evil 
effects of the sale of oleomargerine upon 
our business. The law we have 
regulating this business is a national 
one and, suppose, - enough, 
were it inforced. The United 
States marshals are so few and far be- 
tween that violations of the law rarely, 
if ever, come under their observation. 
There should be a law authorising our 
agricultural commissioner to overlook 
and oe sale through the oll in- 
spectors of the state. 

„As to the creameries I have no fight 
whatever to make on them when pro rly 
conducted. Were conditions favorabie an 
effort would be made in my immediate 
portion of the state to organize a cream- 
ery to handle the product of #0 cows. My 
chief objection is that by unfair competi- 
tion the price of dairy products ia re- 
guced to a point where no profit can be 
made if & „ clean goods are sold. 

“One other . — awa great dimi- 

ulty in securing m 
‘ “The south, being young in dairy bual- 
ness, has produced very few expert milk- 
ers so far. Negroes are uncieanly and 
unreliable. The poorer classes of our 
white people have no desire or ambition 
to become expert at the business. The 
foreign element, so far as My experience 
goes, ig composed of people with no 
special filtness for the wor 6 seem 
to be simply out of work and search of 
a job. IT am glad. however, to note ,a 
diaposition on the part of the better cl 
of our working people to learn the busi- 


ness. 
“With cheap lands in abundance all 
about us; with ad accessible markets; 
with an alwost uniform mild climate; 
with the proper breed of cattle; with 
strict attention to the business, based on 
judgment and honest, fair dealing, 
there can be no better locality for the 
dairging business than dle 
“Would vou have our soils grow more 
roductive? Would you see our homes 
come more and more beautiful? Would 
you have the debt, now resting so heavily 
upon the sholders and hearts of the pe- 
ple, removed? Would you have happi- 
ness, contentment and love reign in our 
homes?

With a thorough agreement reached 
between the senate and house the next 
step in depot legislation will be the in- 
troduction of a bill by Representative 
Wight, of Dougherty, providing for the 
construction of the union station by the 
state. 

This measure will be introduced in the 
house tomorrow morning and will be re- 
ferred to the standing depot committee 


to be appointed next Monday. 


It is practically settled that the meas- 
ure will call for a direct appropriation 
trom the treasury which can be obtained 
in a perfectly feasible manner and sub- 
stantially along the line of the sugges- 
tion made in Governor Candler's mes- 
sage. Attorney General Terrell has held 
that the public property fund amounting 
today to $432,000 can be used in paying 
interest on the public debt. Me interest 
falling due on January ist and July Ist, 
101, amounts to $335,000 and the two pay- 
ments can be made with the public prop- 


erty fund, leaving the money that will be 


on hand to pay the interest on the pub- 
ne debt with to be used in the cofistruc- 


‘then of a depot, if the legislature so de- 


aires. 

In this manner the legislature can erect 
the union station by means ‘of a direct 
appropriation, leaving out all possibility 
of violating the provisions of the consti- 
tution. 

With the depot committees of the sen- 
ate and house appointed and the depot 
hill introduced much will depend on the 
report to be made to the two bodies by 
the committees. The senate committee 
will doubtless be headed by Hon. John 
T. Allen, of the Twentieth, the author 
of the resolution firat adopted in the 
senate, while the chairman of the house 
committee is yet to be chosen by the 
speaker.

The house yesterday refused to concur 
im the joint resolution adopted by the 
senate appointing a committee to inves- 
tigate the “criminally loose charges 
brought by Phill G. Byrd in his capacity 
as keeper of public buildings and grounds 
against his predecessors. The debate on 
the motion to concur and enter into an 
investigation of thé official conduct of 
General McIntosh Kell waxed warm but 
the house finally preferred to accept the 
Statement made by General Byrd that he 
had no intention of reflecting in his re- 
port on the distinguished services of Gen- 
eral McIntosh Kell. The motion to con-

SENATE AGREES TO PERMA- 
NENT DEPOT COMMITTEE 


The house substitute to the senate. res- 
olution making the committees to which 
all depot matters shall be referred per- 
manent committees Wes concurred in yes- 
terday morning. 

The original re lution as introduced tn 
the senate by Senator Allen called simply 
for a special committee of seven from 
the senate and ten from the house, to 
which the entire matter was to be refer- 
red, without stating the powers or au- 
thority of the committee. The house 
Went the senate one better in the depot 
matter and as a substitute passed a reso- 
lution not only agreeing to the appoint- 
ment of the committee, but enlarging 
its powers by making it a standing com- 
| mittee and giving it the power to call 
before it any parties desired, send for 
take testimony and report all 
of its work in writing. 

The immediate concurrence of the sen- 
ate in the substitute speaks well for the 
proposed measure and shows in what har- 
mony the two branches of the general 
assembly stand on the question. 

Just as soon as the joint committee 
is appointed, whigh will probably be Mon- 
day, the depot me he will be vigorously 


taken up and t ole matter carefully 
and fully consid The general im- 
pression in the senate is that the ‘gov- 
ernor’s recommendations will be carried 
out and that the state will invest its 
money in a new depot for the state’s prop- 
erty in Atlanta. 

The senate failed to concur in the house 
resolution to take a récess on the day 
of the national election and that the day 
not be counted as one of the fifty days 
in the session. The house resolution fur- 
ther proposed to hold the election of 
United States senator at 9 o'clock Tues- 
day night, but the senate did not agree 
to the plan. Senators who want to go 
home to vote will have to obtain a leave 
of absence. 

Very few bills were introduced in the 
senate during the morning. Senator Bell. 
of the thirty-ninth, introduced a bill 
to amend paragraph 2, section 3, and 

ragraph 1, section 2, of article 6 of the 
constitution so that tne voters of each 
Judicial circuit will have the exclusive 
right to say who the judge and solicitor 
of the circuit shall be. By his proposed 
measure Senator Bell proposes to keep 
those not a citizen of the judicial district 
concerned from voting. as he believes 
that only those in the circuit should have 
a vote on the judge and solicitor. 

Senator Baker introduced a bill provid- 
ing that all legal advertisements in a 
county should be put in the paper that 
contains the sheriff's advertisements. 

Senator Harrill, of the twelfth, intro- 
duced a bill to protect all papers con- 
nec with primary elections in the 
state“ and providing a penalty for the 
violation of the same. Mr. Harrill's idea 
is that the ballots and papers of the pri- 
mary elections in the state after the 
election is over should not be tampered 
with for the purpose of seeing how the 
voters voted or for other reasons, and 
if his bill becomes a law it will be un- 
lawful to tamper with election papers. 

There being no further. business to 
transact, the senate adjourned until Fri- 
day morning at 10 o'clock.

FOR THE NORTHEASTERN 


Payment Will Increase the Public 
Property Fund to $432,000. 
Last Payment of $107,000, 

with Interest, To Be 
Made in 1915.

The second payment of $100,000 on the 
purchase of the Northeastern railroad by 
the Southern is due the state today. 
With the receipt of the money coming 
into the state treasury this morning the 
public property fund goes up to $482,000 
and it is with the use of this fund, indi- 
rectly applied, that the general assembly 
expects to bulld the new union station 
in Atlanta. 

The Northeastern railroad was sold by 
Governor Candler one Jar ago for .- 
000, which was considerably greater than 
the upset price fixed by the legislature. 
The contract called for the payment of 
$100,000 down; $100,000 on November 1. 
1901, and the remaining $107,000 on No- 
vember 1, 1915. On the remainder to be 
paid in 1915, the state under the agree- 
ment receives 3% per cent interest an- 
nually. ä 

The law provides that all money com- 
ing into the ...asury from the sale of 
public property shall constitute a reserve 
fund to be used solely for the payment of 
the public debt of the state. Attorney 
General Terrell has held that the fund 
may be used to pay the interest on the 
public debt and by applying it to this 
purpose and using the amount that would 
otherwise be directed to paying the in- 
terest to the construction of a new depot, 
the friends of the new station are begin- 
ning to see their way clear. 

Vice President Andrews, of the South- 
ern railroad, on his last visit to this city 
offered to pay the state at once all the 
road now.owes for the Northeastern 
railroad provided the legislature would 
need the money in constructing an ade- 
quate depot in Atlanta. If no other 
means of securing the money presented 
itself to the general assembly tue propo- 
sition of Vice President Andrews could be 
considered. It is to the state’s interest, 
however, not to accept the suggestion, as 
the $107,000 which must be paid by the 
Southern in 1915 will draw 3% per cent 
interest. : 

The payment of $100,000 to be made to- 
day by the Southern is of great inferest 
in view of the depot legislation upon 
which the general assembly is now en- 
tering. Among the questions invoived is 
the constitutions right to use the fund 
into which the $100,000 will go, for debt 
purposes. By using the fund to pay in- 
terest on the public debt the same end 
can be accomplished as by applying the 
fund directly to the construction of a 
union station. 

The $100,000 due the state today will 
probably be tendered the chief executive 
this morning by Judge Hamilton Mc- 
Whorter, advisory counsel for the South- 
ern in Georgia.

The sentence, of Felix Bragard, who 
was convicted in the criminal branch of 
the city court of Atlanta of receiving 
stolen goods, was yesterday commuted by 
Governor Candler. Bragard was sen- 
tenced to pay & fine of $100 or go to the 
chaingang for twelve months. The par- 
don board recommended that the sentence 
be commuted to the payment of $50. 

Frank Fulton and William Henderson, 
both convicted of the crime of gaming 
in Chatham county and senténced each 
to pay a fine of $1.00 and to serve six 
months at hard labor, ere also the re- 
cipients of executive clemency. Their 
sentences were commuted to the pay- 
ment of $1.909 or serving six months.

The world has been somewhat as- 
tonished at the meagerness of. the 
news concerning the imprisonment of 
the legationers in Pekin. and it is only 
by piecemeal that anything has been 
permitted to leak out.

by Mr. John F. Bass, the representa- 


tive of The New York Herald. who 
went out on the staff of General Chaf- 
fee, to the effect that Minister Conger 
was inhuman in his treatment of the 


‘wounded men who had gone to his re- 


lief. On this point Mr. Bass says: 


“When we came to Pekin, we had a 
number of wounded men. The chief sur- 


taken tnto one of the houses of the 
American legation. Mr. Conger, in an- 
swer to the surgeon's appeal, said: ‘l

“The surgeon saw that the Chinese 
houses wer: not fit to be used for hos- 
pital purposes on account of their filthy 
condition, and he was obliged to leave 


some of the wounded men outside over 
| night,

every effort, they suffered piteously. 
The British minister, on the cuntrary, 
improvised a hospital in the legation and 


took in the British wounded and sek. 


Minister Conger's action excited so much 
comment among the officere that they 


| all begged me to mention it, in my re- 


ports. ) 

When it is considered that these 
men had almost gone through death 
themselves to reach Pekin, the con- 


duct of the beleaguered seems inex- 


pressible. The sun poured down upon 
them a heat of 104 degrees during the 
march from Tientsin to Pekin, and 
men and officers dropped dead from 
exhaustion. It was not Minister Con- 
ger alone who showed this indiffer- 
ence, because Mr. Bass goes on to say 


that “the missionaries showed very lit- 


tle consideration for the wounded men, 
not one of them condescending to ap- 
proach them.” 

From all that can be gathered, hero- 
ism was not a prevailing trait among 
those ‘who awaited relief. Mr. Con- 
ger, especially, will find it very hard 
to explain the conduct charged against 
him, and his name will hardly enter 
into the list of the immortals. 

- Another point brought out by the 


negotiations is the demand made by 


the besieged men for a wholesale 
slaughter of Chinese. This was con- 
tained in the programme of the Ger- 
man emperor. which he was forced by 
the other powers to modify. to the 
chagrin of the Pekin colony, which 
wanted the extreme of punishment in- 
flicted. If all that is coming to light 
be true, it is better that the news 
should be suppressed entirely, in the 
interest of humanity. 

In the article from which we have 
quoted, the incompetence of the staff 
which accompanied (ieneral Chaffee to 
China is pretty well established. Mr. 


Bass says of it: 

“TY can safely pronounce the American 
staff as thoroughly and utterly incom- 
petent. In the first place, the quarter- 
master’s department failed to furnish the 
necessary tra rtation, and the Ameri- 
can troops were loaded down with bag- 
gage in excess of their carrying capacl- 
ty. I have known many of them to drop 
from heat and apoplexy. Infantry, in 
temperate countries, when in good condi- 
tion, should never be marched more than 
fifty minutes without a rest. The offi- 
cers of the line assured me that they 
marched in the heat of the day from one 
hour to one and a half without a reat. 
The marching should have been done 
at night. I have seen men and officers 
drop right and left under the terrific sun 
when the thermometer registered 104 in 
the shade. 

“Again the commiasary department 
furnished only 70 per cent of the traveling 
rations, and that not regularly. The 
American soldiers had no meat or fresh 
vegetablen though the English, troops 
were well provided with both these. 

“The American staff broke down in 
two engagements. In the first the only 
order given to Colonel Daggett was to 
charge. He was given no information. as 
to the ground or estimated number of the 
enemy. He was left to his own resources 
and was obliged to charge on a narrow; 


ing wedge of the enemy on both sides. 


The loss of life was fearful and unneces- 
sary, as all the officers of the line ac- 
knowledged. 

„Again on the day of taking Pekin, Gen- 
eral Chaffee did not know that Ms men 
had climbed the wall. Chaffee ofdered 
the battalion sent forward in support of 
the two companies, to fall back, and he 
was surprised when.told that his men 
had already scaled the wall. Very of- 
ten, too, contradictory orders were issued 
by the staff to the line, I have myself 
heard a staff officer give the order to 
turn to the right, while another gave gn 
order simultaneously to turn to the left. 

“The wonder of it is that under such 
unfavorable auspices the American sol- 
diers behaved with so much gallantry. 
It is all the more creditable. In the 
whole campaign against Pekin the Amer- 
ican soldiers proved themselves the most 
intelligent and best shooting soldiers on 
the field. Nothing could have been bet- 
ter than the way in which the line of-

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The Labor Question in the South. 

In commenting upon certain labor 
legislation which is now pending be- 
fore the general assembly of Georgia, 
The Boston Transcript attempts to 
turn it to some account as perpetuat- 
ing the seat of cotton manufacturing 
in that state. : 

While this does not find expression 
in definite words, it is the plain in- 
ference. The difference in the labor 
conditions east and south is looked 


upon as the basis of the competition | 


which exists, the removal of which 
would leave the south without advan- 
tage. It is upon this line that The 
Transcript says: | . 

This ig quite in line with what these 
columns have been saying for years re- 
garding the future status of the southern 
textile manufacturer as a competitor with 
other sections and is the most natural 
result of ‘our industrial progress. The 
model for progressive labor legislation in 
this country, as for so much else of social 
advance, is found in Massachusetts, The 
standard of humane safeguarding set up 
by our state laws has often been de- 
nounced by those who felt its restrictions 
as working to our local manufacturing 
interests’ injury. They me at times 
threatened to remove their plants south, 
where child labor is now available and 
no legal limit is fixed to a day's work. 
We have pointed out that by the time 
they got well there, these things would 
probably be changed. 

Taking this for granted, The Tran- 
script declares that “it is to the credit 
of some of the strongest elements of 
Massachusetts manufacturing that they 
preferred to take measures to bring 
up the condition of the mill labor at 
the south rather than degrade New 
England to the Georgia level.“ 

These statements are not original 
with The Transcript. Four years ago 
the Arkwright Club. of Boston. com- 
posed of treasurers of New England 


mills, discussed the competitive differ- > 


ences between the sections thoroughly, 
and advanced the theory that the labor 
system furnished the only difference; 
that with the restrictive laws of Mas- 
sachusetts applied to North Carolina 
and to Georgia. the margin in favor of 
southern mills would be wiped out, 
and then, in the language of the popu- 
lar novel, “the New England stock- 
holder could be happy forever after.” 
The challenge thus sent out was ac- 
cepted by The Constitution as matter 
calling for investigation and it pro- 
posed to invade “the enemy's coun- 
try.“ The New Bedford strike was in 
progress at the time, and thus an ex- 


/cellent opportunity was furnished for 


the gathering of the facts in the case. 
It was soon developed that the ap- 
Parent differences in the wage scale 


between the first-class mills of both | 


sections was much more than offset 
by the hand of nature, which reduced 
the wants of the laborer in the south 
in proportion to those in the north. 
In New Bedford, for instance. fire is 
needed constantly. from the first of 
September to the first of June follow- 
ing. making nine months. Against 
this nine months there could scarcely 
be placed four in the south—certainly 
not four continuously. Taking this 
Single fact. there are a great many 
Others which group themselves: A 
long winter term calls for more exten- 
sive housing, for more clothing, and 
for other expenses which wil) readily 
suggest themselves. A man must be 
paid enough to cover his necessities. 
and to give him over and above a 
certain amount for saving or for 
luxury. Ten dollars in the hands of 
a southern man on a balmy October 
day is a very different thing from ten 
dollars in the hands of a New Bedfora 
man who has to keep the coal heater 
roaring twenty- Sur hours through. 
This parallel was carried on all the 


way through, showing that no matter 


how wage scale rose and fell the dif- 
ferences of nature would continue, and. 
that they would always form a factor, 
and a considerable one, ir favor of the 
south. It was for the purpose of equal- 
izing this condition that the Ark- 
wright Club called for federal contro! 
of labor, in order that an lron-elad rule 
might be éstablished which would 
equally bind men in Georgia and 
Massachusetts. Such a control would 
set at defiance the elefhents themselves 
and fail from ite attempted violation 
of nature. The man in Massachusetts 
is at greater expense for living, and 
is therefore entitled to such an ad- 
vance in wages as will furnish this. 
But, it was shown at the same time, 
that the wage scale was not a control- 
ing one as between the sections; that 
even with the identical scale inforced | 
in differing climates where the expense 
for fuel was as $60 against $260 per 
annum, there were other and deeper 
reasons which fixed upon the south as 
the site for cotton manufacturing. 
which may be briefly summed up—that 
cotton manufacturing in Massachu- 
setts is contrary to nature, while in 
the south it is in accordance with it. 
It is a rule which applies to every 
business. The point of cheapest man- 
ufacture is the point of greatest sup- 
ply, which is on the spot of produc- 
tion. The absence of transportation 
facilities in the past has been in favor 
of distant points of manufacture; the 
presence of it makes the transporta- 
tion of cotton to Massachusetts a 
throwing away of money. ;

brought Austria to the feet of Prussia. 

There is no defense necessary, either 
for the motives or the ability of Gen- 
eral Lee. His sword has carved out 
a niche from which no power can dis- 
place him. |

ATTACHE OF CITY STOCKADE 


Negro Woman Says She Had Cold 
Water Thrown on Her During 
the Night.

True bills of indictment in two cases 
of assault and battery were returned 
yesterday by the grand jury against 
Will Guthrie, night watchman at the 
city stockade.’ The indictments were 
found upon the testimony of Lenora 
Towns, a negro woman, who lives in the 
rear of No. 17 Lucy street. 

If what tne voman says is true, Guth- 
rie stands charged with treating her in a 
brutal manner while she was in the 
stockade for a term of thirty days. She 
was sent there from the recorder’s court 
after a trial for disorderly conduct. Toa 
reporter for The Constitution the Towns 
woman related what she had told the 
jury when summoned to appear before 
that body. | 

“Some time ago,” said she, I was 
tried before Judge Broyles in the record- 
er's court and sent to the city stockade 
for thirty days for disorderly conduct. 
When I went there I took my little baby. 
one morning after I had been in the 
stockade for several days I was aroused 
from my sleep by having a pan of cold 
water thrown over me and my baby.

|DELOACK ISSUES STATEMENT. 


Is Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of Georgia Prohi- 
bitionists. 

Chairman A. A. Deloach, of the execu- 
tive committee of the Georgia Prohtbdi- 
tion Association, has Issued a Statement 
to. the voters of Georgia on the eve of 
the national election. Chairman DeLoach 
asks populist and democratic prohibition- 
ists to show their principle and vote for 
John W. Wooley for president of the 
United States. In hig statement to the 
voters Chairman De Loach says in part: 
There has been no attenipt to organize any 
prohibition party in Georgia. The party has a 
national organization, with an electoral ticket 
in every state. It is organized as a state 
party in every ttate in the union, except South 
Carolina and Georgia. In tho former state 
the. prohibitionists presented their candidate in 
the democratic primary, and in September came 
very near ele-ting their nominee, Mr. Hoyt. 
In Georgia there is no organization attempt- 
ing to carry on the movement for a state anti- 
saloon law, except the Georgia Prohibiton As- 
sociation ,which is a non-partisan body, and 
is officered by a democrat, Hon. C. R. Prin- 
gie, as president. It inotudes among its sup- 
porters many who have in national campaigns 
voted for the prohibition electoral ticket. At 
@ meeting of the body in 1890, a resolution 
offered by Hon. DuPont Guerry was adopted, 
to the effect that the movement for state pro- 
hibition should be carried on within the lines 
of the state democratic party.. So far as state 
action is concerned this plan will probably 
cortinue to be the plan of the prohibition- 
ists, uniess and until it should become finally 
evident that the dominant party dechHres to 
give effect to the wi'l of the people on ‘this 

subsect.

Penn has been before the public for | 


many months. For a long time he has 
been one of the most interesting inmates 
of the gloomy Tower, confined there as a 
possible witness against Detective Wil- 
Ham <A. Bradley in case Bradley was 
ever found and delivered up to justice. . 

Bradley was indicted by the grand jury 
some time ago on a charge of tampering 
with a juror, but fied the county the 
day preceding the one on which the true 
bill of indictment was returned. Penn 
was a juror who, it was alleged, Bradley 
had conversed with concerning a certain 
will‘ case then pending in the superior 
court, and he was sentenced to serve 
twenty days in jail for contempt. 

While he was serving this sentence, 
both Detectives William A. Bradley and 
D. 8. Looney were indicted by the grand 
jury. At the expiration of his twenty- 
day sentence, Penn was held as the chief 
witness for the state against the two 
men. 

The Looney trial was postponed from 
time to time on account of the illness 
of the detective. and meanwhile Juror 
Penn was looking out upon the world 
between the cold steel bars of the Tower. 
and as he looked the desire for freedom 
came to him, and plans were set on foot 
to effect his release. 

First habeas corpus proceedings were 
instituted in his own name, but they were 
unsuccessful. Next his wife started sim- 
ilar proceedings to get him out of the 
Tower, but, like the first attempt, it, too, 
Was not a success. In the meantime 
Looney had come back to Atlanta and 
had started serving a sentence of twenty 
days for contempt of court. 

When that sentence had all but expired 
he was put on trial charged with embrac- 
ery. T. Jefferson Penn was to be chief wit- 
ness against him. During Penn's trial 
for contempt before Judge Lumpkin in 
the superior court, the juror had signed 
an atfidavit setting out the part he said 
he had taken in the matter, and the soll- 
citor general replied strongly upon Penn’s 
testimony along the line of that affidavit 
to make out a case in the Looney trial. 

Penn Refused To Talk. 

Penn, however, when placed upon the 
witness stand to tell all he krlew about 
the case, took refuge behind the right 
vouchsafed to him by the constitution 
of the country and declined to answer 
all questions. He stated that to do so 
would tend to incriminate him, and there- 
fore he could not be compelled to tes- 
tify. 

Judge John 8. Candler, the presiding of- 
ficer of the criminal branch of the su- 
perior court, held that under the. cir- 


cumstances and the statement of the 


witness, the plea was good law, and ruled 
that Penn could not be made to talk. 


Solicitor Hill announced that it would 
be useless to proceed when his own wit- | 


ness refused to testify and the detective 
was immediately acquitted, a verdict in 
his favor being directed. 

If Mr. Penn had looked forward to be- 
ing liberated then, his hopes were doubt- 
less dashed to earth with much violence. 
The court ordered that he be escorted 
back to the tower and kept there until 
Bradley had been caught, that he might 
appear as state's witness in that case. 

Not long ago Attorney Edgar Latham 
was employed to get Penn out of jail 
on a writ of habeas corpus, and the 
hearing was held before Ordinary W. II. 
Huleey. Attorney latham contended that 
while Penn was a competent witness in 
the Bradley case he was not a compella- 
dle witness, anu consequently there was 
no good excuse for keeping him. 

Solicitor Hill, during that hearing, in 
answer to this point declared that while 
Penn may have refused to testify in the 
other case, there was no knowing what 
he would do when brought into court 
as a witness against Bradley. At any 
rate Ordinary Hulsey declined to let Penn 
out, : 

As time has passed the chances of ever 
catching Bradley have grown  exceed- 
ingly dim, and this fact has been invis- 
ibly working in favor of Juror Penn. 
It is now believed that nie will be given’ 
his liberty in the course of the next week 
or 80 on an order signed by Judge Cand 
ler. |
